First Step in Reclamation 

The first step towards checking the 
Jnenace wa’ taken ‘some ten years ago 
by Mr. Amos Macdonald and other

“The causes of. insanity are'so generally overlooked or disregarded 
“that we have gone far toward qualifying for admission to the asylum 
ourselves, thinks Dr. Charles J. Hastings, medical officer of health of 
the city of Toronto. In his monthly Health Bulletin Dr. Hastings re- 
<1 minds us that the United States has been dubbed the “Home of Neuras- 
. thenia,”” and he believes that Canada is rapidly measuring up as a good 
second. ‘How long, he hsks, are we going to continue this profligacy of 
_ bur nerve energy? Dr. Daniel Clark said that “the man who continues 
to run a 20-horse power engine at a 40-horse power pressure is destined 
Re: to pay the penalty sooner or later." Irritability should be ‘accepted as-a 
danger'signal. ‘Most of our readers,’ the doctor goes.on, *‘would be 
amazed beyond measure if they know the number of men in prominent 
positions who have-been forced to sojourn in sanatoria for months in their 
efforts to re-establish."’ “He continues: 3 
“The tendency, of the age is to transfer the burden of the bread- 
winners for the masses‘ of the people from the muscles to the nerves. 
~—. The.successful farmer of today is the man who is farming with his brain 
; even more than with his muscle. The introduction of machinery into all 
branches of industry makes life more montonous. Take, for instance, 
the manufacture of the automobile. In many of the factories you will find 
the men’ all lined up, every one with a fixed duty to perform when the 
pitce of machinery passing through reaches him, siking his blow when 
the time comes. The man is simply a human machine working with a 
monotony that is most irritating and nerve-wracking. . In fact, in prac- 
: tally every vocation stimuli are reaching the brain much more frequent- 
iy, making more demands upon our nerves, hence the lamentable increase 
* in our mental breakdowns. No will question the advisability of the in- 
troduction of machinery into all industries, but are we makMg proper 
_Prov'sion for nerve relgxation and nerve rest? 
“Are we not adding insult to injury by crowding our peoples in the 
Cities instead of having them live in a garden suburbs? The latter can 
_ only be accomplished by an efficient transportation’ service. 
a ° 1 “The man who disregards his nerves until he is a nervous wreck or. 
£ “suffering from a complete nervous breakdown, has often sinned away his 
: last day of grace. Of all the ills that flesh is heir to ‘nervousness in any 
~ fornt probably receives the least sympathy. This is no doubt due to thé 
fact that the knowledge of the profession as regards neurology has been 
somewhat limited until recent years, so that one can understand people 
not having. much sympathy for the man or womdn with hypersensitive or 
exhausted nerves. They are usually referred to as being a bunch of 
eS nerves, cranky, irritable, and the expression that ‘he or she has no con- 
+ & trol of their nerves;* or ‘don’t try ¢o control them,” and that ifthey would 
“do as other people do they wouldn't be so nervous. Consequently the 
way of the’ neurasthenic is hard. Someone has defined nervous irritabil- 
| ity as insanity of the nerves, ahd it is certainly as deserving of consider- 
ation as any other form of insanity. What is:required is nerve rest, but 
‘the question is, how can that nerve rest best be secured in each individual 
case? We must remove the cause of the irritability if possible. Those 
of us who were practising medicine a quarter of a century ago were ad- 
Vised never to put a nervous patient, especially 2 woman, to bed, for, if 
we'did, we would only make a chronic invalid of her. But, fortunately, 
Dr. Wélr Mitchell exploded this theorgNand fully demonstrated the 
value’ of ‘rest for both nerves and mustles, What we should aim at is 
intelligent rest and intelligent exercise, but never forced exercise. Re- 
‘Jaxation is what is required, not tension. Exercise when taken should 
‘always be of a pleasing character and always fall short of fatigue. jrhen 
relax lying down, as sitting down only partially relaxes. ; 

“The way to avoid a nervous breakdown for one who is working at 
high tension is frequently to break away from routine duties. Do not 
even read a newspaptr from your own ‘home town. Cut all wires and, 
burn all bridges behind you. -” 

“One Mrequently hears those-whd have gone away for nerve rest 
boast that they are'on the go from morning to night and even get up 
early to lengthen the day. Your best guide is ‘be temperate in all 
things.’ In fact, intemperance in all things is usually the cause of nery- 
ous breakdowns. Make a mental note of this, that_any man or woman 

using their brain and nerves can do more, can accomplish more, in eleven 
‘ months than he or she can in twelve; and after middle life it may be that 
a five months’ work with one month’s relaxation will be the best proced- 
ure. We have probably few more filting applications of the proverb that 
fa stitch in time saves nine’ than in the conservation of nerve energy, 
Wake no charfces. Keep your nerves fit."

Kidnapped Princess, 5 

A strange story js told of an In- 
idian princes kidnapped from Trieste i 
by British detectives. The ‘Hotel 
Savoy, where several Egyptian poll- 
tical refugees reside, was the scene 
of this exploit. It is alleged that 
Sucriti Ghosal, the young daughter 
of an Indian rajah, became acquaint- 
ed while in London with a Sinn Fein- 
er, member of a secret committee.

It appears 
that her*arrest under such extra- 
ordinary circumstances was made 
possible by documents signed by the 
British Embassy in Rome, but the 
Itallan press is not satisfied, and de- 
mands an explanation.

London, June 17.—Serious dissatisfaction bas arisen among the rank 
and file of the Miners” Federation over the vote on the owners’ latest 
proposals and many of jhe men as a consequence are expected to take 
matters into their own hands and return to work under their own arrange- 
ments. The situation is somewhat confused, however, and the miners’ 
executive is meeting today to consider it. ; 

There is no doubt that the bulk of the figures on the voting now 
available indicate that the men have voted against acceptance. It is not 
known whether the two-thirds majority required to continue the strike 
has been secured. It,is estimated that more than filty per cent. of the 
federation’s ‘million members abstained from voting. If a two third’s 
majority‘Is secured the miners’ leaders arc faced with the possibiilty that 
the strike must be continued, while the Government's ten million pounds

facts to the woman: (4) The question 
raised as to the true place of worship

away of old religious systems by Sa- 
maritans and Jews alike, when the 
new is accepted, {2) The Jews were 
right as to the place, nature and 
grounds of worship. God had chosen 
Jerusalem and.jts temple as His dyell- 
ing place, and He had committed to 
the Jews His revelation, and through 
them salvation was” to the 
whole world—For salvation is from 
the Jews." (3) The hour had come 
“when true worshippers shall worship 
the Father in spirit and truth.” This 
is the reason for our text, 

There are three important consider- 
ations or factors about which we must 
have a clear conception if we are to 
understand and profit by this subject. 
First. the one worshipped; second, the 
worshippers; third, the act itself. 

THE ONE WORSHIPPED, 

"God is a spirit.” We must avoid 
any distorted idea of God, that is, any 
extreme conception ax pantheisin, or 
the philosopher's idea of mero force, 
or that of the idealist as Thought, Wis- 
dom, Heauty and Purity. Such terms 
make Gal impersonal,” When we read 
the revelation of God in nature we sce 
how he manifests Himself. in His 
power, wisdom, goodness and. purpose- 
fal design.

Word. “God, who in sundry times 
and divers manners spake in times past 
unto the fathers by the prophets, hath 
in the last days spoken unto uw by Hix 
Son.””” So we have today the more per- 
fect revelation of God in and through 
Jesna Christ, our Lord, He tell os 
that God in a spirit, so that. we are not 
to think of God as corporate, having 
any material shape or form, God is 
the unsearchable spirit, so we read “No 
man hath seen @€d at any time.’’

-In' opening his address Lloyd -George fave a lengthy and complete 
review of the foreign policy.of Great Britain ‘during the year. The gov- 
ernments of the varions dominions have been kept fully informed of the 
various steps taken, but today the British Prime Minister reviewed the 
details of all actions and policies, explaining tho stand taken by Great 
Britain at the Supreme Allied conferences at Spa and the reasons under- 
lying it, as well as the position of the British Government in respect to 
Poland’ and Silesia. He also dealt with the question of reparations, out- 

_ lining his conclusions and indicating the amounts likely to be accruing to 
the ‘various parts of the Empire. He expressed the conviction that the 
amount of indemnity fixed was not beyond Germany's capacity to pay. 
Mr. Lloyd Georgo also briefly summarized the ‘events leading up to the 
Present conference of Premiers, emphasizing the point that they were 
meeting as co-equa! partners in a common Empire, and that so far as the 
British Government was concerted, it had no desire to press its. policies 
upon-the gathering. Touching on ‘the renewal of the Japanese. alliance, 
the Prinme Minister said that the British Government was desirous of 
ascertaining the views of the dominions and approached the subject with 
2 perfectly open mind; ° re ;

Gently swaying to and fro, a huge 
granite monolith forming a unique nat- 
ural monument has been discovered 
on Green mountain, sereral miles 
north of Canon City, Colo, It is be 
Nered to be the only “swinging monu-

The shaft {s more than 100 feet 
high and in the course of many’ years 

as become free from all surrounding 

Jearth formation except at the base, 
which is about 12 feet wide. In the 
center the granite column is about 50 
feet In thickness and tapers off to a 
width at the summit practically the’ 
Bare as at the base, 

The entire shaft mores probably 
from two to three feet at the apex, 
and the swing {s constant under the 
pressure of light winds. The base of 
the shaft rests In 9 small hollow about 
three feet In depth, and the contiguous 
granite formation has been entirely 
disconnécted,

IROQUOIS BY-LAW 
DECLARED INVALID 

Toronto, June 2i—An action brought 
against the town of Iroquois, Dundas 
county, by Lt.-Col. L. Mulloy has re- 
sulted in Chief Justice Mulock hand- 
ing down judgment holding a bylaw 
paxsed by the toro, approving the ap- 
pointment of JOM. Fisher as assessor, 
invalid, and an assessment roll pre- 
pared by him « nullity.” 

The town appointed Mr. Fisher to 
succeed 8. W. Wood after the latter 
had refused to draw ap a new assess- 
ment roll increasing taxation on cer- 
tain properties in order to cover an 
indebtedness of $15,000 incurred by 
the town and which has accrued during 
jthe past five years, The new assessor 
jdrew up the new roll as required, and 
the valuation of the ‘properties was 


to! creatly enhanced. 


Col. Mulloy claimed hia property was 
assessed for $6,055, instead of $2,800. 

Chief Justice Mulock granted an in- 
terim injunction restraining the town 
from acting on the new roll until the 
trial.

Dr, Poole. illustrated his lectures 
with an-excellent series of colored 
slides and motion. pictures (which 
brought vividly before the~audience 
the wonderful scenes of that most won- 
derful campaign which finally, freed 
tho city of Jerusalem from the Turk. 
So much was crowded inta the short 
space of one and a half hours as to 
positively. bewilder one. Then scenes 
on the march across the preat desert, 
thé ancient cities, the battlefields, 
Jerusalem and its environs, the tem- 
ples-and mosques, each picture having | 
a special interest, but the climax came 
when ghe lectnrer took the gudience to 
the wonderful ruined citybat Petra. 
Petra, was formerly the Nabathaean 
capital of Arabia Petraca, situated in} 
a nafrow valley of the Wady Musa,

It appears to have been a place of 
considerable extent and great mognifi- 
cence, for its ruins, which consist 
largely of great termnles: and: palaces, 
are cut out of the solid rock and.cover 
a large space.

I will be glad if you will communi- 
cate with the High Constable, the 
local Provinclal police and others, ad- 
vising them that the praclice com- 
plained of must be stopped or that 
prosecutions will be In tituted. 

“The Attorney-General will be glad 
if you will regard this letter as both 
urgent and important. — In the event 
of the practice got ceasing, kindly see 
that prosecutions are launched.

CARPENTIER WAS 
A DARING FLIER 

Carpentier’s bout with Gurboat 
Smith was his last important engage- 
ment before he entered the military 
service. He was in England when the 
call to arms was sounded and {s sald 
to have hurried across the Channel on 
the first available boat, getting {tno 
uniform almost immediately after his 
arrival on French soll. 

Joining the aeronautic corps as a 
chauffeur, he became a pilot in the 
aviation corps in the spring of 1915. 
He ‘Hew at the front for 18 months 
before being assigned to reserve pilot 
duty behind the lines. Later he was 
declared physically unfit for flight ser 
vice because of minor wounds receiy- 
ed in action. 

By his comrades, Carpentier is sald 
to have been a daring filer. For bray- 
ery in the air, he was decorated with 
the Croix de Guerre and the Medaille 
Militaire. .The latter award is the 
most prized that can be given to a 
French soldier. Carpentier’a bravery 
in flying low over 2 German fortress 
during one of the major French of- 
fensives resulted in this decoration, 
according to the official war tecords,
